Burleigh county has fared far bet- 


ter in the number and amount of seed 
loans made by the federal government 
this year than last year. The report of 
the Grand Forks Farmers' Seed Loan 
office, containing tabulations for the 
week to include May 27, shows that 
253 loans have been made in Burleigh 
county for a total of $30,704.50. 


Burleigh county ranks sixth in the 


number of loans and seventh in the 
total amount of loans. 
Last year there was loaned 
in 
Burleigh county $16,709. The amount 
of the federal seed loan last year was 
$2,000,000 and this year $1,600,000.

mg May 30, Decoration Day. 


In tracing the occasion back to its 


source, Judge Nuessle asserted that 
the idea of Memorial Day had a pre- 
decessor in Soul's Day, a Catholic holy 
day, and even earlier in the time of 
the Romans and the earlier pagan who 
strewed the graves of their dead with 
flowers and green twigs.

He settled 
in Fargo in l«78, on a homestead lo- 
cated on Eighth street and Second 
avenue* south. The residence now oc- 
cupied by the Women's Boarding 
Home was known as the Darling place.

In 1881 he formed a real estate and. 


law partnership with John D. Beaton. 
This partnership was terminated in 
1883. In that year Major Darling com- 
bined with E. D. Angell and this part- 
nership was conducted until 1900. Ben 
ton and Darling again united in 1900 


and continued as Banners until 1908 
when Darling left for California where 
he made his home until his death. 


Benton and Darling had their offices 


in the building now occupied by the 
Emery-Johnson company which was In 
the rear of the First National bank. 
Mr. Darling was one of the first stock, 
holders in the First National.

He was born in New York state and 


served in tiie Civil war as a drummer 
boy. several old timers here remem- 
ber him telling ot seeing President 
Lincoln several Mines.

federal immigration officer, at the 
request of the board of administra- 
tion. 
, In a report to the board Mr. Holton 
I says that he-found four possible de- 
| portation cases in the insane hospital 
at Jamestown and 10 possible trans- 
fers to other states; four deportable 
cases at the penitentiary and two oth- 
er possible deportations and 
eight 


possible deportations at the 
feeble- 


minded institution. 
The immigration law provides that 


inmates of the penitentiary may be 
deported if they have been committed 
to an institution for one year or more 
for a crime involving moral turpitude 
if the crime was committed within 
five years after their entry into the 
United States; if sentenced on more 
than one conviction prior to Feb. 5, 
1917; if they were convicted of a 
crime, felony or misdeamor involving 
turpitude before entering the United 
States or are of the anarchistic class. 


Out of 229 prisoners interviewed 
. the penitentiary, Mr. Holton found 
! were aliens, of whom eight had be- 
ome citizens of the United States 
xrfore entering the prison.

TO LOSE SOME GLORY 


Indianapolis, May 31 (By the 


A. P.)—Some of the glory and al- 
so some of the prize money that 
.limmy Murphy was generally be- 
lieved to have gained in the speed- 
N way races yesterday slipped away 


over night. Murphy was credited 
with holding the lead throughout 
the race and winning all the priz- 
es offered for leadership in the 
various laps but Speedway offi- 
cials early today announced that 
there had been some miscalcula- 
tions and that apparently Harry 
Hartz, another Los Angeles racer, 
who finished second, 
held 
the 


lead during part of the race and 
was entitled to some of the lap 
prizes. 


There was also some question 


as to the authenticity of Mur- 
phy's record time, which had been 
announced as 5:17:30.79, which is 
16 minutes better than the record 


. established by Ralph DePalma in 


winning the event here in 1915. 
Officials said they expected to 
complete tabulations sometime to- 
day. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 31.—Leading 


from start to finish, Jimmy Murphy of 
Los Angeles, Cal., winner of the 1921 
French grand prix, carved his name 
deeper in the hall of motor fame yes- 
terday when he flashed across the 
wire a winner of the 500 mile autd- 
mobile race at the Indianapolis speed- 
way bfore a record breaking crowd 
of 135,000 spectators. 


Murphy smashed all records for the 


distance, clipping more than 16 min- 
utes off the bast previous record. His 
time was 5:17.30:79, an average of 
91.48 miles an hour, against the old 
record of 5:33:55:51, or 89.84 miles an 
hour, made by Ralph DePalma in 
1913. 
Murphy did something which 


had never been accomplished before 
at the Indianapolis speedway and to 
the knowledge of racing experts never 
before in a race of importance. He 
shot into the lead at the start and 
never relinquished it during one in- 
stant of five hours of thrilling driving. 
,He was the first away, was first over 
the line at the completion of the first 
lap, and was first over the wire when 
Ed(Ue Rickenbacker, waved the flag 
tor his victory. 


Makes Three Stops.

better than Ruth's 1921 record, when 
Babe amassed a total of 59. At one

If a coacher standing at third base 


shall run in direction of the home 
plate .while a ficldor is making a play 
on a batted ball, or a thrown ball, and 
draws a throw" to home base, the run- 
ner entitled to third base shall be 
called out by the umpire because of 
the coacher's Interference with or pre 
yontion of a legitimate play. For 6* 
ample, if, with none out and a run 
ner on third, the batsman hits the ball 
to the shortstop and on fielding it ho 
notices a player dashing for the plate. 
Believing it to be the runner on third 
the fielder throws wildly to the plate 
the runner on third then scoring and 
the batsman reaching second. In such 
a case the umpire should declare 
the runner on third who had scored 
1 and grant the batsman only first base 


sending him back to that base from 
second.
